Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The aspect of the claims meeting the utility requirements was 
discussed, with Mr. Sisson directing attention to how claim 1 does not require that the oligonucleotides be directly 
associated with any particular sequence or be associated with any property or result that has been shown to have 
utility. Mr. Sisson noted that the only definite aspect of the sequence is that a portion of it needs to correspond to the 3' 
untranslated region of RNA. in response to inquiry by Mr. Sisson as to the nucleic acid of the array comprising an RNA 
segment (line three of claim 1 which reads in part "comprises ... an RNA transcript), Ms. Williams indicated that the 
nucleic acid of the array could be DNA or RNA and not just RNA. 

Ms. Williams indicated that claim 8 will probably be canceled. Ms. Williams indicated that "primarily" in claim 4 will be 
substituted with -substantially. -- The aspect of amending claim 1 to recite a minimum length of about 8 nucleotides 
was discussed. Mr. Sisson indicated that prior art teaches of arrays that comprise all possible 8-mers. 
Subsequent to the interview, Mr. Sisson contacted Ms. Spar and provided the above-identified patent numbers. Mr. 
Sisson pointed to how U Patent 6,416,951 B1, column 1, teaches of producing arrays that comprise all possible 
oligonucleotides of from 4 to 8 nucleotides in length; and US Patent 6,057,100 discloses at column 4 the production of 
arrays of oligonucleotides that range in length from 6 to 500 nucleotides in length, with lengths of 8 and 500 being 
preferred embodiments. 

Ms. Williams indicated that she will be contacting applicant to see if they have any evidence that they can make of 
record showing that the claimed invention meets the utility requirements. 
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
